Charming Nancy Olson Starring In

Nancy Olson is a golden-haired young lady who has become a dyed- 
in-the-wool New Yorker, via Milwaukee, Wisconsin and Hollywood. The 
blue-eyed actress, who enacts Fred MacMurray’s fiancee in Walt Dis- 
ney’s wacky comedy, “The Absent-Minded Professor,” was a stranger 
to Gotham until her marriage to playwright-composer, Alan Jay 
Lerner in 1950, but since then she has become a typical chic, smart, 
sophisticated New Yorker. 

She was born in Milwaukee where her father, Dr. Henry J. Olson, 
was a distinguished physician. She attended grade and high school in 
that city, winning a Wisconsin State Oratorical Contest in high school 
with a speech telling children how to bring up their parents.

A year at the University of Wisconsin was followed in 1947 by a 
transfer to the University of California at Los Angeles, near where 
her mother and father had taken up residence following Dr. Olson’s 
retirement. It was in a college play that Miss Olson was first spotted, 
on the UCLA campus, by a studio representative who oddly enough had 
gone there to watch another actress. 

A long-term contract with Paramount followed her discovery and 
she was an instantaneous success with leading roles in such films as 
“Submarine Command,” “Mr. Music,” “Canadian Pacific,” “Union 
Station” and “Sunset Boulevard.” For the last named film she received 
an Academy Award nomination. 

On March 19, 1950 she married

Walt Disney had to break the 
sound barrier before he could 
break the gravity barrier for his 
wacky comedy, “The Absent- 
Minded Professor.” It took a 
year to find the right sound for 
“flubber,” the anti-gravity sub- 
stance featured in Walt’s rib- 
tickler. 

“Flubber defies gravity; its 
sound defies description,” says 
associate producer Bill Walsh, 
who also wrote the script. “In a 
word, the sound of flubber was 
produced by several secret thick- 
nesses of laminated plastic cut 
in triangular form and agitated 
in a peculiar manner on a vari- 
able tape recorder.” 

After that simple explanation, 
Walsh continued: 


“In our quest for this unique 
sound we tried oscillators, ther- 
amins, and all kinds of strange 
electronic equipment. Flubber 
not only had to emit a new sound, 
but one with charm and a soar- 
ing, spiritual quality. 

“We rubbed everything to- 
gether that we could rub togeth- 
er, or play backward, forward or 
sideways at all possible speeds. 
We tried two or three thousand 
sonic effects.
